There are five such production departments: raw materials, two 
sections for fine ceramics, ceramic building materials and ceramic fire- 
proof materials. The supply and sales department of the general menage~ 
ment of CKZ controls the supply of all raw paterials and the distribution 
of orders among the ceramies plants. Thus, the individual production 
plants have jurisdiction only over plant personnel and operation and 
other internal nattere. :

4) Jizera Porcelain Plant at Potocna near Jablonec, employs 
sbout 150 workers, managed by Ing. Havli, about 50 yeare 
old. It produces high-grade porcelain for the textile 
4ndugtry, although plant equipment ts old. A dranch 
factory is located in Desna (051/636) which employs about 
400 workers and is managed by Alexa. Jt produces labora~ 
tory porcelain and recently, after long teste, has suc- 
eseded in developing a porcelain in which the glaze is 
melted into the base materia! and which will not crack. 
Thie new porcelain is being teated at the nevly establish- 
ed Ceramics Research Institute at Hredec Kralove. It 
will go on the market in April YOS1 and may be nged, if 
it proves successful in use, for parts of jet planes.

4a the most important, Other imports for the ‘manufacture of porcelain 
include small smounts of gold for ornamentation, naturel sponge for 
smoothing the surface of porcelain, paper for transfer prints and paint 
brush bristles, In addition, certain oxides for the uenufacture of 
abrasives and asbestos mst be imported and have beon very difficult te 
obtain. The main difficulty in the industry is caused by. the lack 

of trained persomel. The majority of workers before World War IT 

were Germans. Very few Czechs are expert in the production of ceranica. 
Oniy at the Deana plant for the production of laboratory porcelain 

is there a ceramics: engincer, Ing. Kuzmin, and he is at present in 

the nilitery service. Most of the plent equipment is old and worn and 
production tools, which are produced at Hroznatina (050/190) and Iuby, 
are insufficient to the needs of the industry. The quality of pro~ 
duction has, therefore, become very inferior since the war.
